Continued from P.i.gc Three 
though I was of any save rough-and- 
ready corner-lot and public school 
football, l's\iddenly became aware of 
what seemed to me an amaziné cir- 
cumstance. As the score grew more 
and more unfavorable to the Redmen, 
their determined, bullUog-liko resist- 
ance became the more stubborn and 
courageous. McGUl's great kicking 
and plunging star of the 1919 cham- 
plonship team, the sole relic, I think, 
of that mighty aggregation, was Inad' 
tive on the sidelines as the result of 
repeated Injuries to his war-ridden 
body. No, Flin Flanagan' could do 
nothing but wait, watch, and hope on 
the bench. His dauntless leadership 
lacking, McGill were baffled and un- 
inspired. 

Touchdown after touchdown follow- 
ed in apparently unending' succession, 
yet the Redmen never faltered. Ap- 
pealing to niy youthful Imagination in 
their role of undlscouragcd pall-bear- 
ers of a hopelessly lost cause, they pre- 
sented a spectacle which I can never 
forget. The score w^s 55-5, but, to one 
deeply-stirred youngster in the stands, 
MçGlll occupied the , centre of the 
stage. • ■■'H. 

That battered, never-quitting McGill 
football tean^ of 1821 is to me the' sym- 
bol of McGlil University sjiort as'time 
and again I recall their gallant fight. 
AS the years passed, as I grew older, 
as I entered high school, as I secured 
entrance to the univei^lty itself, as 1 
became a special correspondent of all 
McGill athletic events, the memory of 
that unforgettable autumn day has 
remained with me. 

Gallant Loyers. 

It has taught me to respect a gallant 
loser, to admire and attempt -to emu- 



late in my own experience the spirit 
of men who can regard the game as 
not worth tho candle, who can rise 
above everyday defeat to a victory in 
the minds of themselves and their 
friends. 

And £0 now,' as we survey this suc- 
cessful era in our athletic history, it 
requires ho very deep foresight to 
realize that much of our present 
greatness might quite logically melt 
away for a space within the next year 
or two, leaving perchance a dearth of 
'màiichless talent to carry on for the 
time being. And so, I hope and In- 
deed. .am confident, that, such a cir- 
cumstance, should it roll around,' will 
bold little fear for the men 6f,.M.cQill, 
that they will never allow adversity to 
beat them, that 'hey will always con- 
tinue to carry on that great spirit of 
McGlll. 

For on the field -^1,n_ life Jtself, it 
is iibt virlnning or' losing' alone, not 
mere success or adversity, but the fight 
itself that counts, the day-in-and-day- 
out return to the battle-ground, the 
mustering of renewed courage for 
each succeeding test, that makes life 
worth living. In a word, then, with 
Kipling, as I once expressed it at the 
end of a Boat Race broadcast— 

"If you can meet with Tri- 
iimph or Disaster, "' 
• And treat these two im- ■ 
posters just the saiiie — " 
Give them Hell, McGill!
